FORBID! 


The city council are talking about com- 
pelling householders to instal private in- 
cinerators. If it comes to that, it is to 
be hoped that some one has invented an in- 


cinerator that will incinerate the aroma as 
well as the garbage. A few years ago 
the residents of one section of the city 
bombarded the council with everything 
from protests to injunctions because the 
fumes from a civic destructor made life 
miserable in that district. If there has to 
be a like malodorous contrivance planted 
in every back yard, the air of Edmonton 
will at least be distinctive. 


“FLOPPING” MADE SAFE 


Sir William Jowitt, having been elected 
in the recent British elections as a Liberal, 
and accepted office in the Labor Govern- 
ment, may resign and ask his constituents 
to approve his course by re-electing him, 
Or he may not, A few years ago he would 
have had no option in the matter, Then, 
a member accepting a portfolio had to go 
back for re-election. That rule was 
abolished, to save money and bother, and 
on the supposition that it was a useless 
relic, 

Mr. Jowitt’s position shows why the 
rule was first established, what it was 
designed to prevent, and that it had some 
advantages worth considering. The 
ballots had hardly been counted when Sir 
William “flopped,” and became the admin- 
istrator of a policy which his constituents 
had condemned. And unless he chooses 
to resign, or is shamed into doing so, he 
can hold the place and apply the policy in 
defiance of them. The abolition of the 
re-election requirement puts a bonus on 
political treachery. That is something 
Albertans might think about, seeing that 
the provincial legislature has also abol- 
ished the requirement. 


MAKE THIS CLEAR 


In the pamphlet that is to be issued by 
the Provincial Government explaining the 
motor law of Alberta, one thing should be 


made very clear; that the streets of a city 

are public thoroughfares and not private 

driveways or speedways. There appears 

to be an entire misconception on that 

question on the part of a small but con- 

spicuous minority of drivers, These seem 

to assume that all they have to do on ap- 

proaching a corner is to honk the horn 

and thereby order pedestrians to scoot 

for the sidewalks; and that on residential | 
streets they may drive about as fast as | 
they please. 

If the pamphlet is to meet the case, it 
ought to clear up these misunderstand- 
ings in language comprehensible even to 
a half-baked youth at the wheel. At street 
intersections the pedestrian has the right- 
of-way, That is one fact to be laid down 
in set terms, It is the safety of the per- 


son crossing the street, not the conveni- 
ence of the motor driver, that has to gov- | 
ern conduct at such places. The other | 
point is that even a residential street is | 
not a race-course, and nobody has a right 
to drive on one of these avenues as though 
he owned it. 


WAITING ON WASHINGTON 


Canadians are assured that the trade | 
policy of the Dominion will be made at 
Ottawa, not at Washington. Theat is sound | 
doctrine. But is it really being done? | 
Despatches to the Toronto Star and the 
Toronto Globe from Ottawa indicate | 
rather the contrary. These are papers 
whose Ottawa correspondents are widely 
assumed to be well acquainted with the 
Government's intentions. They state that 
the kind of fiseal policy to be adopted will 
Jepend upon the character of the new tar- | 
iff bill as it emerges from Congress at 
Washington. 

The plain inference from this is that 
if Congress is kind enough to not boost 
the tariff against our products in a radi- 
cal way, there may be no interference 
with United States exports into Canada. 
At present—aside from paper and wood 
products, which the United States could | 
not well get along without--Canadians are 
allowed to sell 37 cents’ worth of products 
in that country for each dollar's worth we 
buy there. Is it the idea at Ottawa that | 
that basis of exchange is either equitable 
or satisfactory to the public, aid that if 


the disproportion is not made worse there | 
will be no call for limiting the market 
which our neighbors find in the Do- 
minion?

Is it Commerce?

understanding. His hope of peace and understanding 
rested not upon governments that wrote notes to each 
other, but upon individuals who bought from and sold 
to each other, His motto was: “The least possible in- 


tercourse between governments, the greatest possible 
intercourse between private individuals,” But the 
world’s greatest war came when the world’s trade was 
growing by leaps and bounds 

Is it language? 

There is a very close relationship between the soul 
of @ people and the speech of a people. And yet there 
are men who think that peace and understanding will 
never be achieved until the peoples of the world adopt 
a universal language such as Esperanto, Ido, or Vol- 
apuk. But it ts impossible to understand a people with- 
out understanding the inner essence of their spirit 
And there is reason to believe that a manufactured 
language would prove a poor medium through which 
the inner essence of a people's spirit might be reached, 

Is it Travel? 

Obviously we shall never really understand other 
peoples until we come into contact with them, 80 
travel would seem an agency of international under- 
standing. But have American tourists consistently pro- 
moted European understanding of the United States? 
Tt all depends upon the traveler, If his luggage consists 
of pridé nha'prejudice, he may prove a missioner of 
misunderstanding 

It is clear, I think, that no merely mechanical 
contacts will insure international understanding. 
Understanding is essentially a spiritual achievement, 
Tts starting point is an improved education, the prim- 
ary objective of Which is to train men to keep their 
minds gpen and their spirits emancipated from catch- 
words about the peoples of the earth 

Premier and Presidents can, in the long run, do 
no more than give form and expression to the amount 
of understanding that actually exists in their peoples.

HEAT EXHAUSTION AND: SUNSTROKE 
During the hot weather, many people die of heat exhaustion and sun- 


stroke because they have not taken the proper precautions 


to make the 


changes in their diets and clothing, made necessary by the rise in tempera- 


ture. 


Heat prostration occurs when the body is unable to 
quickly adapt itself to a sudden increase in tempera- 
ture, ‘This occurs most frequently when the air is very 
humid or the clothing heavy enough to prevent a 
rapid evaporation of perspiration, By making sensible 
changes in our diet and clothing, we can avoid all of 
the unpleasantness of hot weather. 

‘The danger of heat prostration is that it may occur 
even when one ts not in the sun, especially when com- 
ing from a cool room inte a warm atmosphere, The 
heat stroke, which i different from sunstroke, comes 
on slowly and leaves the surface of the body cool and

MIRROR-WRITING 


What ts “mirfor-writing,” or rather, 
what is its cause? Is this a defect of 
the brain, or of the optic nerve, and 
is there any cure? I have an 8-year- 
old boy who has this trouble. The 
child is not making the progress a 
normal child should make in reading 
and writing, He does not exhibit any 
of the conspicuous traits of the de 
fective, has a good memory, is quick 
at association and imagination, is 
social, happy and good-tempered, but 
lacks the power of concentration and 
ability to stay at one thing for any 
length of time. He had @ serious ili- 
ness (anemia) during the first year 
of his life, followed by spasmophilia, 
and has been retarded, His co-ordina 
tion is poor, but he hass good mus 
cular control and balance and is able 
to manage himself well, IT am anxi 
ous to give him what help there is in 
the way of right training, and would 
greatly appreciate your advice

So we get 
a feeling of how it feels when we 
move the pen from left to right and 
how the writing looks when it resulls 
from a left-to-right movement, 

What you see and how your muscles 
feel fuse as one experience. When 
you write in the dark or with your 
eyes closed, you have a mental picture 
of how what you write looks, The 
visual picture comes first, for children 
learn to read long before they learn 
to write, Children at first don't write, 
they trace or draw; it's a long, slow 
process, and only when it is a bit 
fluent may it be called writing

Next, most of us are right-handed, 
which means that we have a tendency 
to do things, especially to make fine 
accurate movements better with the 
right hand; and that means that that 
portion of the brain with whieh we 
perform those skilled movements is 
better developed in the left half of 
the brain (for the greater mass of 
the nerve fibers involved cross over 
on thelr way down from brain to 
hand)! Consequently we have a het- 
ter trained right hand, and the lef! 
hand in right-handed persons follows 
the lead of the right, 

If you will take a peneil in each 
hand and start at the center of the 
sheet and write with both hands at 
the same time quickly and without 
much thinking about It, just letting 
yourself go, you will find that with 
ihe same impulse you will write as 
you ordinarily do with the right hand 
but in mirror seript with the left 
hand; or, still more simply, write the 
word “m-a-n’ in the air and make 
the imaginary forms This results 
from having the left hand exactly 
duplicate the movements of the right 
hand; the right hand moves in the 
direction from thumb to little finger 
and 60 does the left, 

Tt is the fart that left-handed 
children (about four in a hundred) 
especially under pressure to write with 
the right hand, tend to write mirror 
script. Theré are many casés on re- 
cord in which a left-handed child 
wrote quite properly so long as it was 
permitted to write with the left hand, 
but wrote mirror seript when foreed 
to use the right hand, In the left- 
handed the left is the preferred hand 
and leads the right. In some cases 
this change threw other motor mech- 
anisms out of gear; and the child be- 
gaan to stutter by reason of the un- 
natural effort, All this is more apt 


.to happen in ehildren whose co-or- 


dination is poor, as is definitely stated 
in regard to this boy; but we are not 
told whether he ta left-handed, 

So the answer is that mirror-writ- 
ing alone is not a sign of a defect in 
the brain and certainly not anywhere 
clse, It's just a peculiarity of a stage 
of development in acquiring co-ordin- 
atiton, In most cages jt entirely dis- 
appears as co-ordination js acquired 
and is not a serious symptom ordin- 
arily, The child should be examined 
and his progress guided by one fa- 
miliar with such cases. This is a 
good examplo showing that by study- 
ing how we learn a thing we learn

HIGH SCHOOL EXAMS 

Editor Bullettin:-+ 

In a recent Bulletin I noticed that 
the minister of education intended to 
circularize the High school teachers 
regarding the High school course, 

There is a greater evil than the 
course, and that is the system under 
which examinations are held, These 
are held in rural schools up to Grade 
X, and in small town schools up to 
Grade XI, with the teachers of these 
grades acting as deputy examiners 
Many teachers think it to their credit 
to have as many as possible pass. 


The ‘Teachers’ Alliance, I have 
noticed from the Bulletin also, is 
seeking some means of disciplining 


those teachers who are reported dis- 
honest in this work, But little can be 
known here, The examination papers 
are in the secretary's hands before the 
examinations begin, If a teacher is 
“pulling well” with the secretary, what 
is t© prevent the latter from letting 
the former have a “look in” and ab- 
atracting one Peper on each subject? 
Then the teacher can drill on similar 
questions, or on such as will Include 
the examination question, and no one 
js the wiser, ‘True, the seal on the 
examination envelope is broken in 
presence of the candidates, But who 
can tell if this be the original seal’ 

Some secretaries are too conscienti- 
ous for this 

There are teachers, too, who would 
not do it, But what of those who 
study @ subject themselves and then 
give their pupils the results of their 
study to memorize, in the form of 
notes? Or who have pupils buy notes 
on the various subjects, the result of 
the study of others, and simply mem- 
orlve these? The pupils do no rea} 
study, and although they pass the 
examinations, they have not develop- 
ed mentally by taking the course as 
their own brain did no deep thinking 

These abuses can be overcome by 
the examination papers not arriving in 
the schoo] district until the schoo! 
closes; by not allowing @ teacher to 
act as deputy to his own pupils; and, 
as some time ago, by not allowing 
keys to the various subjects, in the 
form of notes, in the hands of pupils

Against the falling off in quantity of 
furs must be shown a beter scale of 
prices, as while there is a large dif- 
ference in the number of pelts export- 
ed, the difference in the total revenue 
ls not great, 

Muskrat proved the most produc. 
tive fur-bearing animal, there being 
508,136 hides valued at $660,576.80 ox- 
ported. The average price was $1.90, 

Next in order comes beaver, with 
21,780 pelts valued at $544,795. The 
average price obtained was $25. 

Third tn order was prairie walk 
with 29,183 pelts valued at $337,745, 
and at an average price of $15, Bad- 
ger was next on the list with a total 
of 18,536 pelts valued at $370,720, or 
an average of $20 

In all, 2,463 silver black fox were

OF CHARLES 2) «: 


Decides Judicial Arrests 
on Sunday Are 


Ley 


Citing one of the oldest of the 
Common Laws of England as their 
authority, the Alberta court of appeal 
has rendered a decision which will 
doubtless have an important bearing 
on cases of a similar nature when 
they upheld the contention of the 
crown that a Liquor Control board 
operative was within his legal rights 
to search and selze liquor on a Sun- 
day 

The action arose as a result of a 
charge preferred against. Peter Post- 
ernak by W. J, Beaumont, preventive 
officer, who alleged Posternak had li- 
quor tilegally tn his possession He 
was charged before Magistrate G. B 
MeLeod who dismissed the case, 45 
the search and arrest was made on 
Sunday, The crown thereupon ap- 
pewled 

Not On Sunday 

In the judgment which was written 
by Mr, Justice Clarke, and in which 
the court concurred, it is pointed out 
that in an early case before the Act 
of Charles IJ of England, all the 
judges of England met together and 
considered the legality of an arrest 
on Sunday, and the law was stated to 
be as follows: "It was objected that 
Sunday is not dies juidicus, and there- 
fore no arrest can be made thereon, 
but it ts the Sabbath and therefore 
everyone ought to abstain from secu. 
lar affairs for the better worship and 
service of God in spirit and truth, As 
to that it was answered and resolved 
that no judicial act ought to be done 
on that day, but ministerial acts may 
be lawfully executed on the Sunday, 
for otherwise peradventure they can 
never be executed, and God permits 
things of necessity to be done that 
day and Clirist seys in the Gospel 
‘Bonum est Benefacere in Sabbatho. " 

The court heid that the act of 
Beaumont was a ministerial one, and 
would therefore not be prohibited by 
the law as ebove stated 

Then came the statutes of Charles 
U which provided that no person shall 
serve or execute any wril, proc 
warrant, order, judgment, or decree 
on Sunday 

The appeal is allowed with costs 
and the mafter remitted to the mag- 
istrate to be dealt with in the light of 
the court of appeal'’s opinion

SURVIVOR OF 
PIONEER DAYS 


Widow of Former Sheriff 
Lived Through Riel 
Rebellion 


Born tn London, Ont., on July 18 
1645, Mrs. Harriett Rebecea Robertson, 
one of the oldest of Edmonton old- 
timers, and who was the widow of 
Sheriff Walter Scott Robertson, who 
pre-deceased her on May 28, 1916, died 
at the home of her daughter, Mrs, J, 
D. Harrison, 10038 106 street, Wed- 
neaday afternoon 

Mrs, Robertson was one of the few 
surviving real old-titmers in the city, 
coming to Edmonton tn 1883 when 16 
was little more than a trading post. 

Outside Vort 

Married in Ontarlo on October 17, 
1865, Mr, and Mra, Robertson came to 
Edmonton in 1883, arriving here on 
October 3 They settled down in their 
residence, which was located at about 
the spot where the Macdonald hotel 
now stands, It was there that the 
Robertson family lived while the Riel 
rebellion was raging In Western Cane 
ada, being one of three families to 
live outside the stockade of eld Fort 
Edmonton while the rebellion was in 
| progress, The others were the David

families 

Mrs, Robertson, active until about 
three or four weeks before her death, 
retained en excellent memory ef thos 
hectic days and was able to tell many 
stories to her grandchildren of events 
about the old fort
